« Hague —Java comes Immediate 
ly after Japan as a tea producing 
country and takes the fourth place In 
the tea exporting countries of the 
world, of which Hritish India with 
Ceylon ts firat and China second. It 
looks now as if Java would soon beat 
{Japan in the markets of the world, for, 
the cultivation of tea ie Increasing 
rapidly, and the product ts gaining in 
quality. At present the United States 
ta the only nation to which Japan ex 
ports {ts tea and perhaps it will not 
continue to patronize. Japan = very 
much longer, because its tea has been 
found to be “colored” and is lacking In 
flavor 

In Java ft is otherwise both the 
rcevernment and the planters are co 
operating to tnsure Improrements in 
the growth, preparation and packing 
of the product. Java tea can now be 
kept for upward of two yeara and 
even improve in flavor by the kecp 
tne This has been found out already 
in Australia, which promises to be 
come the principal tea market for 
Java

It was expect 
ed to realize from $40,000 to $50,000 
At the last. moment, however, the at 
torney general intervened In order tc 
ascertain whether the trustees were 
empowered with the right to sell the 
Took, and it was withdrawn from the 
sale After Inveatigation the attorney 
General came to the conclusion tha!

“Comptete Angier,” published in 1662 
at 36 centa, fetched $3 ~ $0.

be “The Isle of Rhodes, or Rhode Is 
land.” The same appellation was aft 


erward applied to the state, of which 


Newport was a part. 
Connecticut, a name so baMfing to 
foreigners, is Indian, and means “land 
on a long tidal river.” The Indian 
form of it ts Quin-neb-tukquet. In 
some of the early records it is spelled 
Quinetuckquet. The most curious 
thing about the name of Pennsy!vanis 
is that it was not derived from the 
founder of the state, William Penn 
It is Willlam Penn himself who re. 
cords the fact: 

“This day (January 5, 1681) my 
country was confirmed to me by the) 
name of Pennsylvania, a name which 
the king (Charles II.) would give ft 
in honor of my father.” Penn wished 
to call the region New Wales, but the 
king persisted in naming it after Ad | 
miral Penn, then a man of far greater 
renown than his son, the Quater . 
whose effigy surmounts the city hall 
in Philadelphia. 

It ts the opinion of many authorities 
that the Indian word Kentuckee did 
not signify “dark and bloody battle 
ground.” as many have supposed 
They incline to the bellef that the 
word means “at the head of a river,” 
and that it was used to designate the 
piace where the Indians gathered 
previous to migration southward 
This spot was near the source of the 
Kentucky river. The best conjecture 
as to the origin of the name Tennes 
see ta that [t comes from Tanasse 
the name of an Indian chief whose 
tribe wag settled upon ope of the 
branches of the Tennessee river 
This, however, is disputed. In the 
names of our states several languages 
are represented, the Fnelish, the 
French, the Indian. the Spanish and 
the Latin.

Twenty Prominent Co-Operatives 
Meet in Conference at St. Paul 
and Adopt Regulations. 

In the rooms of the Right Relation- 
ship league In the Twin Cities there 
recently gatherec togetber In confer- 
ence upon co-operative organization 
some twenty leaders of the co-opere- 
tive movement in the United States. 
informal gathering apent two 
days golng over the needs of the co 
operative movement In the United 
States. and as a result of their dis 
cussions. formulated a statement of 
what constitutes actual cooperation 
in the following words: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of 
thia meeting the term ‘co-operative’ 
should rightfully be applied only to 

t organization a compiy with the 

airg fetulaber: 

The iimiting of ve 
tneividual member, trresponsible 
beldings, abolishing the proxy 

‘Second Limit'ng of futerest on 
capiéal etock to the prevalling rales 
ol interest. 

Third. The return of surplus prof- 
its avceding to patronage, and, where 
practicable, also according to service.” 

Such action ts timely. The name 
“eo overative” has been used without 
warrant by all sorts of private con- 
cerns seoking to get rome trade ad- 
through enlisting the . sym- 
pathies of the people, and this to the 
serious hampering of the movement 
through the exploitation of these who

Compeut we Country Life Conferences, 


SECRETS OF TOAST-MAKING 


Cut Bread Night Before so That Sur 
face Is Dry Before it 
Is Toasted. 

The secret of having crisp toast fs 
to cut the bread the night befare, so 
that the surface is dry before it is 
toasted. Another trick is to have the 
slices, when toasted, stood up on edge 
in some place where they can be kept 
hot until they are served. If the slices 
are placed one on top of the other 
they become soggy. 

For toast that fs to be used as the 
foundation for poached eggs, mush- 
rooms or any creamed food, half an 
inch is the correct thickness, hot 
water is distributed over it evenly

SUGGESTIONS THAT MAY BE 
HELPFUL TO HOUSEWIFE. 





Property Cooked and Dished Up Vege 
tables Should Take Mere Promi- 
nent Piace on Tabie—Few 
Deo the Werk Right. 

One of the greatest drawbecks tc 
the success of vegetarianiam is tha! 
so few people know how to cook vege 
tables. Sodden boiling is not tn any 
sense of the word right cooking even 
if the vegetables are half-ctrained 
afterwards and sent to table with 
streaks of well-watered butter through 
them, masquerading as sauce. When 
vegetables are boiled the water should 
be saved for stock, for it has nourish 
ing qualities that have been given out 

im the process of cooking; to prevent 
this cooking by steam is the best 
method that can be recommended. 


Properly cooked and dished up vege. 


tables might be promoted to a much 
more important position at our tables; 
on occasion they might very well take 
the place of meat even among those 
who do not profess vegetarian prin- 
ciples. 

When steaming is resorted to, the 
| steam sbould be brought directly into 
contact with the green food that is 
being cooked, if possible. A home 
made steamer may, of course, be con- 
trived, and a milk can may be made 
«0 serve this pu: pose if a muslin cloth 
!s tiled across the top. Carrots, peas, 
sprouts, cauliflower or spinach may be 
set in this inner can and steamed 
while potatoes are boiling in the wa- 
fer outside. Place a little butter in 
the improvised bain marie if cabbage, 
Spinach, sprouts, French beans or 
caulifower should be the vegetable 
course, and add a little water (or in 
some cases milk), then allow the veg- 
etables to steam slowly, the water in 
the outside vessel being kept boiling, 
but not too fast. 

While boiling the pan should be 
well filled with water, which should 
always be kept boiling, and the lid 
of the pan should not be quite closed. 
Here it may be said that the method 
of pouring off the water preparatory 
to adding a little butter is a barbarous 
one; the vegetables should be thor 
oughly drained and then_returned into 
a pan in which the butter is already 
thelted 

Potatoes are best cooked by steam 
and new potatoes are particularly 
hice when prepared in this fashion, 
quite dry with a little butter added 
before they are sent to table.

Bees Should Have Neither Wind or 
Sunshine During Winter—Empty

of bees freezing in the coldest 
winter if they are protected from

/@ blizzard they are often frozen by 


the chilling wind. If the sun strikes 
them a cold spell coming immediate 
ly after warm weather finds the bees 
unprepared for it. 
perature also cause the bees to eat 
more honey than when an even tem 
perature is maintained. Thus, if the 
food supply is short, there is danger 


of them starving before spring flow | 


ers bloom.
